They have no help 
from developers. Local mer¬ 
chants have a heavy sche 
dule of maintaining support 
of local residents, they must 
support all charity drives, 
thev must pay a much high¬ 
er tax than is paid by shop¬ 
ping centers. In many in¬ 
stances whore the local mer¬ 
chant must rent his build¬ 
ing, the rents a.re higher in 
Sierra Madre than in the 
shopping centers, and where 
they own their businesses, 
the taxes, upkeep of the 
building oft time exceeds 
the rents paid hy outlying 
business concerns.

The myth that all girls 
marry and, therefore, should 
have no career is very mis¬ 
leading. It is true that nine 
out of ten girls will marry. 
But nir.o out of ten will also 
be part of the work force for 
some part of their lives. 

A majority of these women 
will work full time for as 
many as 30 years or longer. 
And four out of every ten 
will find 1 themselves the sole 
provider for their families. 

There is more than one 
divorce now for every two 
marriages, and, although it 
may be an u.nple a s a n t 
thought, it is a compelling 
reason lor proper prepara¬ 
tion and planning. It is also 
important to know that wo¬ 
men’s longer life span, earl¬ 
ier marriage and smaller 
families mean that thirty or 
more years of active life re¬ 
main for women after their 
youngest child is in school. 
Early planning can make 
those years all the more snt- 
isflying and productive.

Dear W. M., 

The Equal Pay Act of 1963 
was the first federal legis¬ 
lation prohibiting discrimin¬ 
ation based on sex. Title VII 
of the Civil Rights Act was 
added in 1964 prohibiting 
discrimination by employers, 
labor unions, and employ- 
ment agencies. Execiutl v e 
Orders were issued to pro¬ 
hibit discriminatory prac? 
tires by foderal government 
contractors and by agencies 
of the government. 

But despite the apparent 
thoroughness of these sev¬ 
eral statutes and regula¬ 
tions, the inequalities con¬ 
tinue in the labor market 
between men and women. 

Nationwide, women still 
earn only 57 cents for every 
dollar earned by men. They 
make up only two per cent 
of those workers earning 
more than $10,000 per year, 
and the lunemployment rate 
for women averages 2 to 4 
percentage points hig her 
than for men. 

The Equal Rights Amend¬ 
ment will strengthen laws 
against sex discrimination 
by providing a constitutional 
guarantee of equal opportu¬ 
nity in the job market, in 
education, iin social security, 
and in Denefits and working 
conditions.

Handel’s “Messiah” will 
be performed on Sunday, 
December 14, 6:30 p.m. at 
Bethany Church, 93 No. Bald¬ 
win Ave. 

Written in 1742, “The Mes¬ 
siah” i s Handel’s best-known 
oratorio. Its entire text is 
taken from Scripture as it 
tells the story of Christ’s life 
in three parts: His birth. His 
■death, and His resurrection 
and coming again. It is in¬ 
teresting that the oratorio 
includes very little of the 
actual Christmas story. Por¬ 
tions of Luke 2 appear in 
only a few of the recita¬ 
tives. Perhaps part of Han¬ 
del’s genius was his ability 
to tell of “The Messiah” by 
•using Scripture pass ages 
from sluch books as Isaiah, 
Malachi, Zcohariah, and tho 
Psalms. 

Handel thought of himseif 
as an opera composer. Yet 
today he is remembered 
most for his oratorios. Vital 
to these major works is the 
part of the chorus. They 


furnish the foundation for 
the entire story: the soloists 
carry the narrative. 

The oratorio will feature 
the Chancel and Chapel 
Choirs (80 voices) accom¬ 
panied by an orchestra of 
30 players. Guest soloists 
will be Jill Hamilton, so¬ 
prano; James Ard, contralto; 
Dennis Erickson, tenor; and 
Ellison Glattly, bass. 

This will be the fourth an¬ 
nual performance of ‘The 
Messiah” at Bethany Church. 
Last year the oratorio was 
presented to a standing- 
room-only audience. It is 
suggested that all come 
early for a good seat. There 
i s no admission charge and 
all are invited.

Proposal Made To 
Outlaw Untreated 
Shingle Roofs 

Supervisor Kenneth Hahn's 
proposal to outlaw all fu¬ 
ture untreated wood e n - 
shingle roofs in Los Angeles 
County has been referred to 
County Fire Chief Richard 
Houts for reeomemn d a - 
tions. 

Hahn’s proposal calls for 
Clas s C or better roofs in 
all fire zones under county 
jurisdiction. 

The only type of wooden 
shingle which would be al¬ 
lowed is pressure-treated. 

“Regular shingles are a 
fire hazard and should be 
outlawed,” Hahn said. 

“Seven homes with wood¬ 
en roofs were either des¬ 
troyed or damaged in the 
Tujunga fire,” Hahn said. 

‘This means burning em¬ 
bers landed on the roofs and 
set them on fire.” 

Hahn believes woo den 
shingle roofs not only catch 
fire easily, the shingles 
blow through the air and 
can catch other houses on 
fine. 

“After every major brush 
tire there is a report of 
homes being destroyed or 
damaged bf“cnuse of wooden 
shingles," llahn said. “How 
many more fires have to oc¬ 
cur before they are ban 
ned”? 

Presently, Class C roofs 
are required in county fire 
zones 1, 2 and 4. Hahn’s pro¬ 
posal is for the Board of 
Supervisors to change the 
fire and building codes to 
extend this requirement to 
Zone 3.

Because my office gets 
numerous phone calls and 
letters from protesting tax¬ 
payers, I am in a position 
to know first hand what 
they are thinking and feel¬ 
ing. My office doesn’t in¬ 
crease the tax rate, I don’t 
collect the taxes, and I don’t 
set the budget for which 
taxes must be collected. I do, 
however, feel that there is 
much I can do and am .do¬ 
ing to bring responsible tax 
reform to the overburdened 
homeowner. 

I currently have a bill in 
Sacramento which will tie 
the Homeowner’s Exemption 
to the cost of living. In this 
way, the exemption will 
keep pace with rising taxes 
and better fulfill the pur¬ 
pose for which it was do 
signed. Local governments 
it*ly on the property tax to 
cover their costs. They will 
suffer no loss diue to this 
exemption because it’s re¬ 
imbursed to them through 
state funds. The exemption 
takes a portion of the direct 
property tax burden off the 
homeowner and shifts it to 
the State. If and when t.he 
hill i s passed, you’ll hear 
about it right here.

Dear Editor: 

Morals and values get 
screwier b v the day. If the 
defiant attitude of your 
children leaves veu speech¬ 
less, consider the following: 

When an unmarried fe¬ 
male teacher in Alhambra 
became pregnant, her con¬ 
tract was terminated for im¬ 
morality. Confirmation of 
the pregnancy was ob¬ 
tained from her physician by 
the County Superintendent. 
At his suggestion the teach¬ 
er wa, fired. But the federal 
court (who else?) thrtught 
ill is was wrong. In Drake v. 
Covington County Board of 
Education, 371 F. Suop. 97-1 
( 1974), it held that this was 
an invasion of the teacher’s 
privacy. Its reasoning was 
that she was free to get an 
abortion and kill the prob¬ 
lem! 

Doesn't such reason 1 n g 
seem curious to you? Or. one 
hand, public school teach¬ 
ers are allowed to 'each 
values, including so-called 
"sex education." On the 
other hand, the schools are 
powerless to demand any 
standards of morality from 
the people it employs to give 
such, instruction. What’s 
worse is that parents are re¬ 
quired bv law (unless they 
have sufficient paeans to pay 
private school tuitions) to 
surrender their children (o 
teachers whose morality may 
be lowei than a mole’s nose. 

In their formative years, 
most children learn as much 
by example as they do by 
formal instruction. When a 
school appoints or retains 
an immoral person as a 
qualified teacher, it is rep¬ 
resenting that his or her con¬ 
duct in acceptable and 
compatible with the holding 
of a respected position.
